LONDON, Oct. 16.—The heads of 
the Church of England went to King 
Edward VIIL recently and _ begged 
leave to absent themselves 
royal function which Mrs. Ernest 
Simpson was to attend, trustworthy 
court circles revealed today.

The first indirect hint in the Brit- 
ish press that Mrs. Simpson is seek- 
ing a divorce appeared in the Eve- 
ning Star today in a front-page sto- 
ry headed:

WHY WAIT? 

There will be general support of 
the position of Judge Pomeroy and 
the Fulton county grand jury that 
the proposed segregation of young 
offenders and hardened criminals in 
the prisons and chain gangs of the 
state should be put into effect at 
the earliest possible time, without 
waiting for action by the general 
assembly. 

The step is purely an adminis- 
trative one and the prison commis- 
sion and county officials of the 
state can take the necessary action 
without the matter being first re- 
ferred to the general assembly. 

The plan worked out by the 
grand jury’s special segregation 
committee, of which A. R. Dorsen, 
leading Atlanta merchant, is the 
chairman, is entirely workable. It 
calls for the classification of all 
Criminals by age, by number of 
convictions and by mental attitude 
toward reformation. 

In these three groups are sug- 
gested the formation of a half 
dozen different classes, which 
would be sent by the prison com- 
mission to separate camps for each 
classification.

The Franc. 


The inevitable has happened; the 
franc is going at last. e decision 
is a major international event, com- 
parable with the depreciation of ster- 
ling in September, 1931, and the de- 
preciation of the dollar in April, 1933. 
The economic situation takes on a new 
phase which will require all manner 
of readjustments and opens up all 
kinds of possibilities. The last crisis 
came quickly, unpreceded by polit- 
ical excitement, but it was the more 
acute for that. 


The gold standard, which has cost 
France such painful internal strug- 
gles to preserve, was completely un- 
dermined. Even French opinion real- 
ized that devaluation was a matter 
only of time, and when the heavy 
drain of gold accelerated and the for- 
ward value of the currency weakened 
disastrously, mere defensive measures 
became useless. For France today is 
in no mood to tolerate the reversal 
of internal economic and social policy 
that alone could have gained a fresh 
respite. It remained to make the 
transition smoothly. The first requi- 
site was co-operation to prevent a new 
war of currency depreciation and im- 
port restrictions. 

The agreement announced between 
France, Britain and the United States 
should go far to prevent the danger 
arising. With French devaluation the 
way to European economic co-opera- 
tion in this direction will become 


easier.

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!'NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


STRENGTH WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The significant news behind 
most of the labor news these days is that labor is in 
the big money. 

Despite the recent economic reformation, it is still possible to judge 
the power of some men and movements by the size of their treasury. 
You can scrape many a fundamental domestic or international situation 
and find the answer in the cash box. 

On that basis, the tale of Mr. John Lewis and his contest with Mr. 
William Green may be roughly told in the following official figures: 

Mr. Lewis’ U. M. W. treasury balance, December, 1935, $2,298,- 
021.42. 

Mr. Green’s A. F. of L. balance, 1935 fiscal year, $620,954.53. 

Two years before (1933), Mr. Lewis’ United Mine Workers’ Union 
grossed only enough to accumulate a year-end balance of $312,000, hard- 
ly enough to run a third-class strike in Nova Scotia. His 1935 U. M. W. 
income was eight times that much, or about $2,300,000. His income 
for the last six months of ’35 was $1,299,072.59, which was a quarter 
of a million dollars more than the A. F. of L. income for the whole year, 
$1,032,475.31. 

And this was before Mr. Lewis and his C. fF. QO. union contributions 
were lost to the A. F. of L. by severance of diplomatic relations. This 
year the disparity will be much wider, in Mr. Lewis’ favor, 

Note—Some of Mr. Green’s unions have big money, too, one re- 
putedly $18,00,000, but the above comparison is apt. For one reason, 
Mr. Lewis is the C. I. O. and the United Mine Workers, while Mr. Green 
is only the president of the A. F. of L. : 


APPEARANCES yr. Lewis’ C. I. O. headquarters here is not much 
more than a mailing address. It is housed in three 


small offices in a downtown building and provides standing room for 
visitors. Mr. Lewis does not work there. His union headquarters is the 
entire floor of one of the best office buildings in town, the one in which 
the crime commission housed itself some years ago and provoked some 
criticism for extravagant furnishings. The suite is furnished with chairs 


executive. There is a reception room in which a Bryn Mawr graduate 
attends the telephone, a small and a large conference room, a library, a 
lobby and Mr. Lewis’ corner office, as well as about 10 more offices for 
the workers. 

The appearance and atmosphere of the place is that of an up-to-date 
and highly successful business organization, which is a decided contrast 
with the unpretentious furnishings in the old A. F. of L. building or the 
old pictures of labor leaders assembled in the back room. 


FINANCE The C. I. O. is spending about $70,000 a month in its 

drive to organize the steel industry. The rent on its Pitts- 
burgh headquarters is supposed to be $1,000 per month, and it has 35 
Subregional operators, 150 full-time field directors, 80 part-time organ- 
izers and 5,000 volunteer organizers, all working out of Pittsburgh, Bir- 
mingham and Chicago. 

It can go on indefinitely. The original C. I. O. fund did not tap the 
treasury of U. M. W. or other unions, but was merely an initial assess- 
ment contributed as follows: 

$250,000 to be raised by special assessment in the U. M. W. 

$225,000 to be raised by $1 assessment on each member of David 
Dubinsky’s International Ladies’ Garment Workers. 

$100,000 to be raised by membership assessments on Sidney Hill- 
man’s Amalgamated Clothing Workers. 

$10,000 voted by Max Zaritsky’s cap and millinery department of 
the Cloth Hat, Cap and Millinery Union. 

In addition to this $858,000, there is to be a per capita assessment 
of 1 per cent per member per month voted by the comparatively young 
United Rubber Workers. 

Few can talk much bigger figures than these in Wall Street today. 


IDEALISM The official inside explanation of Mr. Zaritsky’s unsuc- 
cessful effort to bring Messrs. Lewis and Green into 
peaceful arbitration is that ‘Mr. Zaritsky pulled a boner.” 

They say Zaritsky was “idealistic” but not politically practical. Ap- 
parently he wanted to relieve his C. I. O. friends from responsibility for 
the break, and it did not work. 

This does not, however, supersede the complete unofficial explana- 
tion that Mr. Lewis does not want peace because he thinks he can win. 


CONFIDENCE 1 The Red Cross need not worry about accumulating 

government bonds under Mr. Morgenthau’s trustee- 
Ship. While Mr. Morgenthau is not a trustee of the A. F. of L., that 
Organization also has nearly all its assets in governments. The last avail- 
able A. F. of L. balance sheet showed that, out of the $620,000 of assets, 
$556,000 was in governments. Lewis does not list his assets in cate- 
gories. 


/READING MATTER Favorite reading material for A. F. of L. exec- 


utive council members lately has been a 
50-page comprehensive study of Lewis published by a magazine. The 
magazine costs $1 per copy, but half a dozen are in circulation around 
A. F. of L. headquarters, where officials maintain the attitude publicly 
that they do not care what Mr. Lewis is doing. Their private comment 
would make lively reading, but not for the kiddies.

All credit, of course, to the 
ancestor for his service and achieve- 
ments, whatever they may have been— 
and it does not follow that because an 
ancestor was early on the ground he 
was necessarily a credit to the com- 
munity and a distinct help to his 
worthy neighbors. They had their po- 
lice troubles as far back as that.

EALTH TALKS

_Perhaps you have noticed at one 
time or another when coming down 
wifh coryza, sore throat, laryngitis, 
bronchitis, grip, the flu or the measles, 
haw much your trouble was relieyed 
when you got snug in bed. Much of 
the local and the general distress of 
such illness is due to unbalanced cir- 
¢ulation, too much blood (congestion) 
/here, too little there. With warmth 
and relaxation in bed the circulation 
becomes equalized and the unpleasant 
symptoms are relieved. 


This is one reason why physicians 
universally advise remaining in bed 
when you are getting the cri. Shucks, 
even if I were the only doctor in the 
world who calls it cri, who has a bet- 
ter name for it? Don’t answer until 
you have read the little lesson in the 
ways of health “Call it Cri.” If you 
find anything in the booklet that 
shouldn’t be there, please give a friend- 
ly tip about it, for the good of the 
service. I am particularly anxious to 
build up publie conscience, by making 
one aware of the golden rule in hy- 
giene. | 

A correspondent proposes the for- 
mation of an anti-cri society to edu- 
cate the public in the prevention of 
resp'ratory infections; says that 
among my disciples are many who 
would like to pass along the good 
word and help make this the “healthi- 
est and most healthful city.” But no, 
the idea does not appeal to me. I sup- 
pose the attitude of the public toward 
respiratory infections (the cri, as I 
would say) is like that of the pastor 
who preached about sin—he was 
against it. Societies or movements get 
up to oppose something, organizations 


|or antis, somehow do not hare much 
| Success. If any such society is to be 
|formed I believe it should be one for 
| the universal acceptance of the gold- 
jen rule of hygiene. In the simplest 
words this is the rule that we should 
do unto others as we would have 
them do unto us. Unfortunately, in 
order to live up to that rule you have 
to call it cri, and few of the big noises 
in publie health administration would 
agree to that, seeing I proposed it 
in the first place, 

Yet, after all, anyone with fair con- 
science may adopt and follow the 
golden rule of hygiene and promul- 
gate it among his friends and incul- 
cate it in his children. Indeed, thou- 
sands of square-shooting folk are do- 
ing this now. Despite the vague and 
vacillating attitude of the politically 
subservient public health administra- 
tors, thousands of families hare 
found that adoption of the golden rule 
of hygiene materially decreases the 
occurrence of respiratory infections in 
the household. It is in the home, and 
not in the health department office, 
where the decisive battle azainst com- 
municable disease must be fought.

Please advise what diet you recom- 
mend for sufferers from angina pec- 
toris. I understand your diet consists 
mainly of proteins. (Mrs. F. N. C.) 

Answer—Perhaps you derived the 
impression from the remark I made to 
the effect that persons subject to high 
blood pressure, arteriosclerosis or an- 
gina pectoris may inelude a_ fair 
amount of meat or fish or eggs or milk 
or cheese in their diet. There is no 
reason for exclnding meat, dark or 
light. On the other hand I «now of 
no reason why one suffering with an- 
gina pectoris should confine himself 
|to a diet consisting mainly of proteins. 
Only one person can intelligently pre- 
'scribe the diet for such a patient, and 
that is his own physician.

Susan B. Anthony died in 1906, at 
Rochester, N. Y., at the age of 86. 
She was not the first to say women

great pioneer in the movement to ob- 
tain it for them. Fourteen years after 
her death, the nineteenth amendment 
was adopted for the American consti- 
tution, saying, “The right of citizens 
of the United States to vote shall not 
be denied . ..on account of sex.” 

Several provinces of Canada were 
pioneers in allowing women to vote 
in school and city elections, and in 
1918 full voting rights in all elee 
tions were given to women in the Do- 
minion. Today most countries of
